SYDNEY, Sunday.—When Allied 
aircraft attacked Lae, capital of New 
Guinea, again to-day they set fire to 
three Japanese bombers and mine 
fighters, and damaged two bombers 
and three fighters, according to a com- 
muniqué issued by the Air Minister. 

The communiqué says: “The Lae 
attack Was pressed home with con- 
siderable success, despite anti-aircraft 
fire and interception by enemy fighters. 
Bombs were dropped in the target area, 
and grounded aircraft were attacked 
with machine-gun fire. A standing 
enemy patrol of three fighters dived 
on our aircraft over Lae, but were 
driven off. A burst of 500 rounds 
fired by one of our aircraft was seen 
to enter an “O' tighter, but its 
destruction is not’ confirmed. 

“Japanese troops and airmen run- 
ning for shelter were also attacked. 
Enemy fighters attempted to intercept 
our bombers, but one was shot down 
into the sea after receiving a burst of 
a thousand rounds. One other enemy 


fighter was damaged. In this 
encounter two members 6f the crew of 
one olf our bombers were wounded. 


“ Following the sinking of an enemy 
heavy cruiser at Rabaul, as reported 
vesterday, another raid was made on 


the arbour and aerodrome. Bombs 
fell in the target area. Enemy fighters 
attempted to intercept, but failed, 


losing probably two. 

“ Noepang was again raided by our 
bombers yesterday, the aerodrome and 
town being the principal targets. 
Bombs fell in the target area. Over 
Koepang our aircraft were unsuceess- 
tully attacked by Japanese fighters. 
From all these operations two of our 
aircraft failed to return.’’—(Reuter.)

NEW BURMA THREAT 


BOMBAY, Sunday.—A Burma Army 
Headquarters communiqué says: “Both 
fronts report all quiet. In the air the 
Roval Air Force reports a successful 
raid on Mingaladon yesterday morn- 
ing, but no details are yet available. 
An aerodrome in Central Burma was 
heavily bombed by the “enemy. yester- 
day afternoon, causing some damage 
and some casualties to Royal Air Force 
yt rsonnel and pro rty.”’ i 

It is officially believed, says Reuters 
correspondent at Mandalay, that the 
Japanese have assembled formidable 
concentrations of troops in North- 
West Siam, with the road and rail 
centre of Chiengmai as their principal 
base. Strategic roads right to the 
Burina border have been built, It may 
well be that the Japanese, in their 
drive on Toun from the south, 
plan a simultaneous thrust on that 
centre from Siam, the operation being 
based on Mehongsohn, just inside the 
Siamese border and almost due east of 


Toungoo.

CANBERRA, Sunday — Thirteen 
survivors from the sloop, Yarra, lost 
in the battle of the Java Sea, have 
been rescued from a raft, and are now 
safe in a British port, Mr. Curtin, 
the Commonwealth Premier, announces.

WAR IN CHINA

BRITISH M.P.s CALL FOR 
_ NEW LEADERS 


MR. CHURCHILL “UNLUCKY 
AS STRATEGIST ” 


Mr. R. R. Stokes, Labour M.P. for 
Ipswich, at Luton criticised the holding 
of two offices by Mr. Churchill anc 
called for ‘‘a change in leadership.” 
I. was becoming more and more widely 
the opinion that the war would not be 
brought to a successful conclusion so 
long as Mr. Churchill combined the 
two offices of Prime Minister and 
Minister of Defence. A's a strategist 
he was unlucky and had a lamentable 
record, and he must drop his monopoly 
control of strategy. There was an 
urgent necessity for a change in cut- 
Icok and policy, neither of which he 
thought possible with the present 
Prime Minister. He would like to see 
a change in leadership, and three 
alternatives were immediately to hand. 

A demand for ‘‘a strong figure, such 
as Lord Beaverbrook or Lloyd George,”’ 
to become Dominion Secretary, was 
made by Mr. Edgar Granville, Inde- 
pendent M.P. for Eye, Suffolk, on 
Saturday, at Walpole. ‘‘ Have we no 
leaders with the spirit of Empire 
crusaders who can work out a modern 
conception of the British Common- 
wealth and plan now: for a future 


federation’ or family of British 
nations?” he asked. He had never 
heard one word from Mr. Attlee of 


inspiration or real leadership. Lack of 
fresh, . strong, bold leadership was 
creating a feeling of frustration. 
Criticising the ‘‘fatalistic com- 
iacency ” of some B.B.C. broadcasts, 
e said: ‘‘ There is nothing wrong with 
the Empire breed. Anaemic forebod- 
ings from faint-hearted prophets only 
angered the people.” ' 


FERMANAGH FARM FIRE 


Extraordinary evidence of an effort 
to call off. the sale of a farm, formerly 
Protestant owned, when it was dis- 
covered that the purchaser was a 
Roman Catholic, was given at Fer- 
managh Assizes, before Lord Chief 
Justice Andrews, when Patrick Kelly; 
of New Well, Letterbreen, appealed 
against the dismissal of his application 
for £550, for the loss of a hayshed and 
contents, maliciously destroyed by fire. 
Evidence was given that the farm was 
purchased for the applicant, a Roman 
Catholic, by a Protestant from Eire, 
and, following the discovery of the real 
purchaser, efforts were made to cancel 
the sale. When the applicant had taken

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CALL TO ARMS AT|PRODUCER 


GAS POWER 
FOR CARS 


XPERIMENTS with the use af 

producer gas for transport are 
at present being carried out by the 
Emergency . rch Bureau, the 
body operating directly under the 
Government. 

A fully-equipped motor truck is 
being used, but at what stage the ex- 
yeriments have arrived has not yet 
een made known. 

Since the announcement bí the more 
severe restrictions on petrol, which 
come into effect next month, there 
has been an increased demand for pro- 
ducer gas apparatus, not only by 
traders, but by private motorists. This 
is only in line with what has been 
done in other countries for many years 
back. Continental ‘countries run 
vehicles on producer gas to an extent 
that is not realised in this country. 
Russia, a petroleum-producing country, 
is one of the biggest users, but there 
Government encouragement is given to 
this means of transport, 

The apparatus now in use in this 
country is worked on anthracite and 
charcoal. 

Mr. A. E. Berry, manager of Messrs. 
R. W. Archer, Ltd., which has been 
assembling gas producer plants, told 
an Jrish Times reporter that. if the 
Government even at the outset of the 
war had encouraged the motorist to 
instal gas producer plants by a re- 
mission of road tax immense quantities 
of petrol would have been saved. It 
was not too late, however, for the 
Government to make amends. The 
motor car industry should be fostered, 
as if was the second largest employer 
of labour in the country. He believed 
that if the use of producer gas; in- 
creased the motor trade would supp y 
the facilities for making available this 
type-of fuel in the same way as in the 
past it had provided a wonderful chain 
of petrol pumps on every highway. 

Mr. T. A. Ingram, manager of 
Messrs. Callow and Co., also urged the 
greater use of producer gas. 


DUTY OF EVERY 


FARMER 
PRODUCE FOOD AT 
FAIR PRICES 


D “ns the that we had not been 


using the land to the best ad- 


vantage in recent years, the 
‘Rev. € Lucey, D.D., D.Ph., St. 
Patrick’s College, Maynooth, in his 


paper on ‘‘The Church and the Use 
of the Land ” at the epening of the 
Catholic Social Week for the Arch- 
diocese of Cashel, in Tipperary, said 
that a fundamental principle oí 
Catholic social theory was that farmers 
were bound to use the land to provide 
the rest of the community with agri- 
cultural produce at fair prices. To-day 
only our own wheat fields, our own 
potato crops, our own harvest stood 
between the people of this country and 
starvation. It was the duty of ever 
farmer, therefore; to grow as» muc 
wheat, barley, oats, beet, potatoes and 
other vegetables as possible without 
cutting down the number of his milch 
cows, pigs and poultry. 

The Church had no agrarian policy 
of her own, but had a number of 
yrinciples on which farmers could 
frame a policy and programme for agri- 
culture suited to the circumstances of 
the country. 


STATE NOT SOLE 
OWNER 


According to Catholic _ social 
principles, the nation was not the sole 
owner of the land of Ireland—the 
farmers themselves were. Irish land 
might be said to he owned by the 
nation. In so far as it was owned by 
Irish nationals individually, but in no 
other sense, the Government might 
specify how the farmer was-to use his 
land, provided it guaranteed him fair 
prices for his produce; but it could not 
in justice abolish farm ownership as 
such or arrogate all the privileges of 
ownership to itself. It might make 
tillage compulsory and fine those who 
failed to comply, but it could not in 
justice treat the farmer as a mere 
tenant at will and evict him without 
compensation. 

From the social and national point 
of view, in the eyes of Catholic 
sociologists, the ideal farm was the 
family-sized farm, a farm of such size 
and nature that it could be worked 
profitably by a single family. 


IRISH CITIZENS IN U.S. 
MAY BE CALLED UP 


Citizens of Eire in the United States 
are now liable to be called up for 
service in the United States Forces, 
says Reuter. 

This is the effect of an announce- 
ment by Colonel Arthur V. McDermott, 
New York City Director of Selective 
Service. All British nationals, includ- 
ing members of Dr. Buchman’s move- 
ment, are also liable for service, 

According to the 1941 alien register, 
there are 158,202 citizens of Eire, 
50.768 from Northern Ireland, 291,451 
Britons and 449,022 Canadians in the 
United States. 

The Irish Government have not so 
far received any intimation concerning 
the liability of its citizens for war 
service in the United States, writes our 
Political Correspondent. It can be 
said, however, that the situation is 
different. from that of citizens of 
Northern Ireland; concerning whom the 
Irish Government made _representa- 
tions in May last, when a special 
session Of the Dail was called to pro- 
test against the proposed conscription 
of citizens of the six counties for war 
service. This was a case of conscript- 
ing lrishmen in Ireland. Most of the 
Irishmen in the United States have 
been there since before the outbreak of 
the war, with the intention, presum- 
ably, of making that country their per- 
manent home, while many, no doubt, 
have taken steps to obtain citizenship.

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LECTURE 


R. ERIC NEWTON, the dis- 


M tinguished critic, discussed 

modern tendencies in art when 
he lectured at a meeting organised b 
the Friends of the National Collections 
of Ireland in the Abbey Theatre last 
night. 

fr. Newton, who was lecturing on 
“ The Meaning of Modern Art,” said 
that art had gone through a most pro- 
found, extraordinary change during 
the last forty years. Painting had 
gradually become something quite 
different from what it had been before. 
There had been a revolujion not only 
in the technique of the painter, but in 
his very attitude to his art. This 
change gave rise to extravagant praise 
on the part of some people, while it 
made others foam at the mouth. But 
instead of asking if the ‘modern artist 
had gone mad, they ought to be asking 
what was the cause that had brought 
this revolution. 

The artist, Mr. Newton said, had 
been a propagandist up to the middle 
of the nineteenth century. Always 
there had been someone in a powerful 
position who had realised the value of 
the artist in publicising ideas. Once 
the artist embarked on his work 


he 
forgot that he was a propagandist 
and became a _ creator. | to 
the middle of the 19th century 


virtually no picture ever was painted 
except on Commission: the artist’s job 
was to carry out orders, not to express 
his ego. 


A CHANGE 


To-day, the lecturer suggested, the 
artist seemed somehow to have got 
divorced from life: he was no longer 
tackling subjects, and problems, that 
were part of their common heritage. 
No longer was he painting something 
of which they al] had a knowledge. 
The twentieth century artist felt that 
he was no longer justified in represent- 
ing the external world, and that his 
job was not to copy what he saw in 
the world, but to find a visual equiva- 
lent for what. he felt. The artist no 
longer was used as a propagandist, and 
he was left to choose his subject 
matter. Consequently, his interest in 
subject matter had declined until the 
point where he dispensed with it alto- 
gether. 

The lecture was illustrated by lantern 
slides, showing the varying features of 
the paintings of the great ones. Com- 
aring the worx of Michael Angelo and 
Bestela, the lecturer said that Michael 
Angelo was a greater man. 

In conctusion, he said that he looked 
forward to the day when mankind 
would get some new form of painting. 

Mr. Dermod O’Brien propesed a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Newton, and Mrs. 
James McNeill seconded. 

Mr. R. M. Smyllie supported the 
motion. 

A general discussion followed. 


FIGHT AT FOOTBALL 
MATCH 


FOUR MEN TAKEN TO 
HOSPITAL 


A fight which took place between 
what are thought to be rival angs of 
young men at a football match played 
at Tolka -Park, Dublin, yesterday, 
resulted in several people being ad- 
mitted to hospital suffering from 
serious injury. i 

It appears that while the match was 
in progress a number of men scaled the 
partition around the football grounds 
at the Tolka bank. Mixing with a 
section of the spectators, they were 
soon at grips with them, and wild 
scenes ensued. It is stated that knives 
and other weapons were produced, and 
that a number on both sides were 
wounded. The fight lasted for some 
time, and the police were called. Sub- 
sequently the Corporation ambulance 
was summoned, and two men—John 
Kelly, of Stafford street, and John 
Leonard, of Little Mary street—were 
taken to the Mater Hospital. Kelly 
was found to be suffering from injuries 
to the head and back, while Leonard 
had sustained injuries to the head and 
left eye. Two other men were treated 
in hospital for minor injuries.

MODERN ART. | PATROL ACTIVITY 


IN LIBYA 
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150 AXIS PRISONERS 
TAKEN. 


HE Middle East war com- 

muniqué on Sunday. describes a 
raid carried out by units of the 
Eighth Army against Axis posts in 
the area about Tmimi and against 
aerodromes near Martuba. 

Preliminary moves commenced on 
March 20, and fighting took place 
throughout Saturday. Small, highly 
mobile columns, composed of armoured 
cars, tanks, artillery and infantry, 
were employed. ‘‘ The results achieved 
are satisfactory. We took at least a 
hundred and fifty German and Italian 
prisoners, inflicted losses upon enemy 
troops and transport, and shelled the 
aerodrome at Martuba. Having achieved 
their object, our forces returned to 
their base.”’ ie 

The communiqué adds that British, 
South African and De Gaulle troops 
took part in the raid. A duststorm 
which blew throughout Saturday inter- 
fered with air operations, but in spite 
of this British fighters carried out 
offensive ; atro!s. 

In authoritative quarters in London 
it was emphasised that the attack 
was only a raid. and was never In- 
tended to be aprening more ambitious, 
Axis reaction from Berlin and Rome, 
British troops attempt- 
ing to break through German and 
Italian positions had been ' thrown 
back,” was not unexpected. 


RUSSIAN GUN 
CAPTURED 


Associated Press War Correspon- 
dent, B. McGaffin, in a report trom 
the desert yesterday stated that both 
sides have been busy bringing up 
mechanical reinforcements since the end 
of the last big battle on February ó.

FLYING BOAT RESCUES 56 
TORPEDOED SEAMEN 


Landing beside lifeboats from a 
British ship torpedoed off the African 
coast, an R.A.F. flying-boat, Sunder- 
land, took off 56 British and Chinese 
seamen.

'“On two sectors of the western 
front Soviet units destroyed four enemy 
guns and numerous other weapons, and 
a Guards’ unit accounted for over 900 
officers and men. Their booty included 
seventeen guns and ten mortars. On 
several sectors of the south-western— 
Orel-Kursk-Kharkov—front the enemy 
undertook a number of counter-attacks, 
which were all repulsed with heavy 
losses. In one sector, during two days’ 
fighting, they lost 500, officers and 
men, in killed alone. Four Soviet air- 
men encountered ten enemy aircraft, 
An air combat lasted for ten minutes, 
as a result of which five enemy aircraft 
were brought down. All the Soviet

Indeed, the tempo in all theatres c- 
the Far Eastern war has become 
noticeably slower, and it looks as if 
the time -for whirlwind attacks by 
the Japanese, such as marked the 
first three months of hostilities, 1s 
over. They are encountering stiff 
resistance in Burma, where the 
British are holding steadfastly to 
their new: position along the 
Rangoon-Mandalay road. There, 
too, the signs are that a big battle 
will occur before long. Heavy con- 
centrations of Japanese troops are 
reported in north-west Thailand, 
and the general belief is that these 
troops will drive westwards against 
the British positions while their 
compatriots based on “Rangoon 
intefisify the northward thrust. It 
is by no means plain sailing. 
The British ‘troops are exerting 
every ounce of their strength, and 
considerable damage is said to be 
effected by R.A.F. machines, which 
seem to be present in substantial 
number: doubtless, the lesson of 
Singapore has been learned. The 
most spectacular movement, how- 
ever, is that taking place in the 
neighbourhood of Australia. Not 
content with raids on Port Darwin, 
Japanese bombers have begun to 
carry their forays almost two 
hundred miles inland. Their south- 
ward progress through Papua— 
seemingly as a result of the ex- 
tremely difficult nature of the 
country—is slow. They hold two 
bases on the easterly side of the 
island’s long “ tongue,” and are 
advancing southwards in the 
direction of Pert Moresby, but so 
far there is no news of any contact 
with the defending Australian 
troops, and their bases have been 
subjected to constant bombing 
during the week-end. Meanwhile, a 
report comes, via the Vichy radio, 
that two Japanese “ armadas ”’ have 
been sighted in the South Pacific— 
the first, to the south of the Solomon 
Islands, the second off the south- 
west of Australia. If this report is 
correct, it betokens the beginning of 
the real battle for Australia. i 

Presumably—if, indeed, they in- 
tend an invasion of Australia at all— 
the Japanese will use their navy for 
the assault upon the great southern 
cities, while they do their best to 
land troops in the neighbourhood of 
Brisbane. It will be a tremendous 
contest; for the Allies’ prestige 
cannot afford to let a Dominion of 
Ithe British Commonwealth go the 
way of Malaya. “ My success or 
failure,” says General MacArthur, 
now in supreme command, “ will 
depend primarily upon the resources 
which our respective Governments 
place at my disposal.’’ Nobody can 
make even the vaguest calculation 
of what those resources are, or will] 
be. Considerable numbers of 
American troops have arrived in 
Australia, and the greater part of 
the Dominion’s own army is believed 
to be at home; but a steady stream 
both of men and of material will be 
needed to check the fury of the 
Japanese thrust when—and if—it 


comes. Much, too, may depend on 
the maintenance of Australian 
moral. Some weeks ago it was 


evident that the people, as repre- 
sented by their Government and 
Press, were bitterl; resentful of 
what they regarded as a widespread 
indifference to their fate, and 
Australian comment on the conduct 
of the war was scathing in its 
criticism. Ewen yet relations 
between London and Canberra bear 
traces of strain: the unfortunate 
incident of Mr. Casey, which 
has gained prominence during the 
past few days, may not be very 
important in itself—being based, as 
is now manifest, upon a mistake due 
to a delayed telegram—but it be- 
tokens a certain impatience which 
would not have shown itself if 
nerves had been less raw. There is 
no doubt, however, about the Anglo- 
American will to save Australia ; 
the question is whether the two 
nations can take the necessary 
measures in time. It will not be a 
matter of a ship-load or two of 
troops, a squadron or two of bomb- 
ing and fighting aircraft. If 
Australia is to face the Japanese 
menace, a tremendous effort must 
be made, and it looks as if the chief 
burden on this occasion must fall 
upon the Americans. Britain 
certainly cannot spare troops from 
Libya, and the journey from 
England is terribly long, while 
rumour says that her forces in India 
are, at any rate, none too large for 
the ordeal that may confront them 
in the near future. Can President 
Roosevelt take the risk of sending 
heavy reinforcements to Australia, 
and, if so, can they run the gauntlet 
of the Japanese Navy, which, 
though it has suffeted severely in 
Pa.

But it 1s 
all brilliantly acted, with Alexander 
Knox, of the Old Vic, as the author, 
Barry Fitzgerald as the snivelling, 
informing cook, John Garfield as the 
intense hero, and Ida Lupino the 
woman. 

The other film is All That Money 
Can Buy, at the Savoy. This is from 
a story by Stephen Vincent Benet, 
which is in a volume of “ Penguin 
Parade.” It is ‘‘Faust’’ modernised and 
set in New Hampshire, where a poor 
farmer sells his soul to the devil for 
seven years’ prosperity. I think the 
weakness in the story is that the devil 
is at one and the same time both super- 
natural and mortal. He a rs ot 
of smoke at odd moments, and at other 
times he is drinking in the village pub 
and playing in the brass band. And 
one wonders where he lived, and how 
did the farmers accept him’ as one of 
themselves. But Walter Huston looks, 
especially his eyes, Satan to the life, 
or death—a grand part—and Edward 
Arnold is great as the Senator-Farmer, 
and Anne Shirley is rather lovely, if 
Simone Simon is not nearly as attrac- 
tive as I had thought. 

The Carlton film, New York Town, 
asks me to believe that when Fred 
McMurray picks up Mary Martin in 
the street and takes her into his busi- 
ness and flat. which he shares with 
Akim Tamiroff, he still does not know 
they are in love until the very last 
shot in a taxi—when she kisses him. 
I suppose there would not be any 
‘“‘story’’ if he was not such a fool, 
but I still refuse to believe it. with 
anyone so charming as Mary Martin. 
That granted, it is a pleaasnt piece of 
lightness. and Eric Blore is just the 
same, only slightly fatter. 

Million Dollar Baby (Royal) is the 
fun frolic of the week, with Priscilla 
Lane sweeping all before her with a 
million dollars until, of course, she 
finds it doesn’t buy love—even yet. 
The virtue of this film is that you 
cannot help enjoying spending the mil. 
lion dollars with her, no matter who 
you are. The others are Jeffrey Lynn 
and Ronald Reagan and May Robson. 

Criminais Within is a spy story of 
the American Army, concerning Eric 
Linden, Ann Doran and Constance 
Worth.

From Waterford comes belated 
word of a better method of ' improv- 
ing” the slack and other almost 
unburnable dust that comprise the 
greater part of our coal ration these 


ays. 

Waterford housewives buy a gallon 
of tar weekly from the local Gas 
Works at a cost of a shilling, and 
every Saturday half-holiday they get 
their menfolk to mix the heavy liquid 
with the coal. The result, if given 
time to harden, could probably be de- 
scribed as coal-blocks, | suppose, but 
in Waterford the “ wet °’. coal is used 
right away, and | am assured that it 
gives a reasonably good, bright fire 
that cooks the meals for the family 
without too much trouble, or the delays 
usual before the “ tar “” invention. 

Nobody grumbles at the slight jump 
in fuel expenses, and there is still 
sufficient soap on sale to help wash 
the tar stains from hundreds of hands 
each Saturday night! But there is one 
danger: soot-packed chimneys, not 
aod to the flames, are liable to go on 
fire if the mixture of tar and slack is 
packed too high in the stove or grate. 

Anticipating a tar shortage, some 
Waterford houses are sending orders 
to the Gas Works for a dozen gallons 
and more each time!
